‘That done, both objects are accomplished, 
Tho people will every where hava a curren- 
cy of gold and silver or its equivalent, and 
what is now called difference of exchanges 
will chiefly disappear. In point of fact, the 
greater part of that difference is not the dif- 
ference of exchanges, but a difference in the 
alue of local currencies. For instance; ox- 
change betweon New York and Washington 
ig quoted at about three por cent. The real 
diflerence of exchange is never over one-half, 
and seldom more than a fourth per cent.—— 
Exchange between New York and Cincin- 
nati, Louisville, St. Louis, Nashville, &e. is 
quoted at five to fen per cent, when ia fact it 
is seldom over fio per cent. The rest of 
the apparent difference is produced by the 
depreciation of the currency at those places 
respectively,and ought not to be called ex- 
change. 

Tho reader cannot fail to percive that a 
resumption of specie payments by the banks, 
by restoring a sound and equal currency at 
all those points, would at once annihilate so 
much of the difference of exchange, so cal- 
led, as is produced by tho depreciation of the 
currency, and show what the true difference 
really is. 

The boasted Whig remedy, Bank of the 
United States is impotent to produce either 
of these results. From 1818 to 1829, while

He intended, and so dir- 
ected, that the building for the accomplish 
ment of these objects should correspond with 
them inall respects; that it should be plainly 
and substantially built, and as plainly furn- 
ished; and that it should bo finished with all 
possible despatch, in ordor, that the orphans 
to whom it was dedicated might promptly 
partake of his bounty. This is the totention 
which stares us in tho face inevery page and 
sontence of tho will. 

‘And how bas the Whig corporation of 
Philadelphia, to whom was delegated tho 
sacred trust of providing for tho education 
of the orphans of Pennsylvania, throughout 
all succeeding generations, fulfilled its obliga 
tions? One generation of orphans has als 
ready been cheated of its benefits by the de- 
laysin creating this magnificent receptacle 
for destitute paupers; and one half the sum 
appropriated for their uses, has beon lavish-

We learn that Gen, Core, the able and hon- 
est postmaster at Marshall, in Clark county, 
has been removed from office, and Judge Han- 
taN appointed in his place. ‘This removal 
‘vas made after the adjournment of Congress— 
iftor Mr. Granger resigned the office of Post- 
ynaster General, and before Mr. Wickliffe had 
entered upon the duties of the office. This 
romoval was therefore made by “the appoint 
ing clerk,” a subaltern officer in the Post 
office Department, probably without the 
knowledge of Mr. Tyler, and certainly with- 
out that of the new Postmaster General. 

‘This removal has been made through the 
exertions of Zadok Casey. A secret petition 
for the appointment of Harlan was got up last 
summer, and circulated among the bitter Clay 
Whigs. Its meagre list of signatures was os 
sumed to be public sentiment, aud Mr Casey 
carried itas such to the Department. The 
truth is, however, that Gen. Core had like 
Downing Baugh, voted against Mr. Casey; 
‘and for this sin he must be removed from 
office against the wishes, and without the 
Imowledge of a majority of the citizens of 
Marshall and the adjacent country.

The U.S. House of represen 
tatives is composed of 242 members. Let us 
divide the above sum of $3,000,000, among 
those members, and see how much the State 
is entitled to reecive.

Now let us multiply the sum to one mem- 
ber by three, viz:

Thirty-seven thousand one hundred and 
ninety-one dollars is therefore the annual 
share of the State of Illinois, not including 
the 12 per cent. on the sales within the State, 
which will not add to the sum more than 
5,000 dollars. 

Now let us examine the revenue or (ox law 
which Congress passed at the snme session 
in order to make up the éeficiency in the 
public treasury which the distribution Jaw 
gave rise to. That law rales the tax on salt 
20 per cent. ‘The lowest price of salt pre: 
vioue to the passage of the law was $1.00 per 
bushel. ‘The law raises it to $1.20 per bushel 
How much salt’ does each inhabitant of Illi- 
nois consume? Will it not average half a 
bushel per annum? The population of the 
State is 600,000, Let us multiply this by 10 
cents, the additional tax on half a bushel of 
salt, and we at once have the amount of tax 
viz:

‘This gives us the enormous sum of filly 
thousand dollars, which has been placed as 
1a tax on the people of Tlinois by the Govern- 
ment, on the article of salt alone—a sum 
even larger than that which the State re~ 
ceives from the distribution Jaw. Can the dis- 
tribution law be a relief measure, when, as we 
have thus seen, We have been taxed in con- 
sequence of iton one single article, more 
than the whole distribution fund coming to 
the State? The additional tax on sugar and 
molasses is not included in the above. It 
would swell the amount of tax to a much 
larger sum. We shall pursue this subject ino 
future number. We hope our readers will, 
seriously reflect on the facts we have now 
presented for their consideration,

When you have potatoes, have you bread 
also?

The notices of tho price of bills of ex 
change on London and Paris, and of the ex- 
portation of specie, which have from time to 
time appeared of late, are full of instruction 
on the subject of currency, and rend a les- 
son of imperious import {0 tho American 
Democracy. It shows that specie is export- 
ed from New York, while in the South and 
West, ard in the Middle States, nothing but 
a base furrago of deprecinted paper is seen; 
and it shows also that this exportation is tak- 
ing placo while exchange is still one per 
cent. below the former profitable point of 
exporting specie. ‘The point of profit has 
always been about 104; and below that it 
was @ loss to ship specie; it is now frequent- 
Iy shipped when 947 What does this argue, 
but that specie is superabundant at New 
York? that it is more abundant than ean be 
used? that it isa svperfluity; nnd can be ex 
ported profitably, in preference to purchasiog 
bills, at a rato which would have been a loss 
of one percent. formerly? ‘This being the 
fact, the question is, how comes this novel 
state of things? and the answer is ns casy 
asthe question: It comes from the non-sus- 
pension of the New York banks! ‘The con- 
linvation of specie payments has drawn 
specie to her, until it has become superabund- 


seer ertoxamination of the pension of-| between genuine and counterfeit notes. | But 


in ordinary mercantile documents, as notes 
of hand, drafts, bills of exchange, letters of 
credit, and every variety of instruments used 
by honest men in awful mereastile business, 
and by rogues for plundering honest, forgery 
has greatly increased, and far beyond the 
proportion and legitimate business. 

Some cause for this exists, and to our 
view none is so npparent as the increase of 
banking. Every body possessing common 
sense vow knows that this increase of bank- 
ing has produced tho excessive extravagance 
which have afflicted the country for years 
past. Executive crime is another of its con- 
Sequences, and one that follows as necessari- 
ly as any effect can follow any cause. Ex. 
cessive banking promotes excessive specula- 
tion. Speculators gamo with the means of 
other peuple, and while the bubble is inflated, 
imagine themselyes rich, and accordingly 
indulge in every species of extravagance.— 
We can designate many financiers in this 
city, who, during their season of imaginary 
prosperity, expended large sums in fine how- 
ses, fino carringes, fine wines, sumptuous 
ontertainments, extravagant mistresses, and 
every imaginable indulgence of vitiated 
taste and sensual appetite, When such peo- 
ple begin to apprehend the bursting of tho 
bubble, for burst it will, they naturally’ try 
desperate expedients to extricate themselves 
from desperate expedients to extricate thom- 
sclves fran desperate difficulttes, and if for- 
qeries and other frauds will afford immediate, 
though merely (emporary relief, what, will 
reatraip such men from committing them? 
Moral principle is out of the question, for 
their whole course of speculation, extrava- 
gunce,and riotousliving shows its deficiency. 
Excessive banking multiplies sueh charac- 
ters, by calling them from their obscurity 
and inuetivity, and furnishing them with 
tools. They become officers of banks, loan 
companies, and other “fiscal corporations” 
or they obtain “fncilities” from such institu 
tions, and then run, at full speed, their race 
of gaming, extravagance, vice, and crime.
